ElectionA Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-21 , drawn to an device for combining components, classified in 
class 366, subclass 293. 

II. Claims 22-24, drawn to a method of combining components , classified in 
class 366, subclass 348. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions Group II and Group I are related as process and apparatus for its 
practice. The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1 ) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the process may be performed without a hollow 
member of rotor or fins, as evidenced by claim 22. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. During a telephone conversation with John Greenwald on 7-27-2005 a 
provisional election was made WITHOUT traverse to prosecute the invention of GROUP 
I, apparatus, claims 1-21 . Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in 
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replying to this Office action. Claims 22-24 are withdrawn from further consideration by 
the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-5, 11 -1 4, 1 5, and 1 9-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being 
anticipated by Stratienko 3578876 

The reference to STRATIENKO teaches a hollow member 80, with angled fins at 
the end of the collar 30 which may be rotated independently from the rotor 92, 98 which 
may be selectively coupled together, column 1, lines 40-50, and column 3, lines 56- 
60.and which produces two different combining modes in the upper portion and the 
lower portion of the housing With regards to claim 5, not that the bearing 104 is 
deemed to permit rotation while engaging in a vertical movement thus is deemed as 
being “one-way” bearing element since the term broadly vague in scope and definition 
in the claim of claim 5 (in contrast to claim 6). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 6-8, 9-10, and 16-18 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
